A dust-up at 
doggy daycare 


Pets. Edmonton dog 
owner questions lack 
of regulations for city’s 
animal-care facilities 
after puppy’s injury

Joy Young didn’t know what 
to expect when she received a 
call last week from her pup’s 
doggy daycare. 

Through tears, an employ¬ 
ee at Waggytails Doggy Day¬ 
care told Young that her six- 
year-old Jack Russell Terrier 
had been attacked by other 
dogs and was being rushed to 
the emergency vet with lacer¬ 
ations and puncture wounds. 

“It was really upsetting. I 
was tiying not to ciy when I 
saw her,” said Young. “She was 
a little Frankenstein. She had 
stitches around her (leg) and 
had some open wounds along 
her tummy and her chest.” 

Now faced with a steep vet 
bill and a recovering pooch, 
Young said she’s frustrated 


there isn’t more regulation 
when it comes to pet facilities, 
like doggy daycares. 

“It just seems like this can 
happen and there’s nobody 
who would know,” said Young. 
“(People) would just drop 
their dogs (off) without even 
knowing this has happened 
or any reassurances that this 
wouldn’t happen again.” 

“It’s shocking when any¬ 
thing like that happens, be¬ 
cause any dog we have in 
our care we treat as our own 
dogs,” said Waggytails owner 
Leah Walsh. “Eveiybody felt 
horribly bad about that.” 

While doggy daycares con¬ 
tinue to pop up around the 
city, an animal protection of¬ 
ficer with Edmonton Humane 
Society said officers only 
investigate when there is a 
complaint. 

“Just like for grooming fa¬ 
cilities and pet stores, there 
isn’t some kind of governing 
agency or somebody who sets 
out regulations for them,” said 
Peace Officer Grey, who asked 
that her first name not be pub¬ 
lished, adding officers usually 
respond to five complaints for 
doggy daycares each year.

Open Labs project 
to bring city staff to 
Startup Edmonton 

The city is hoping to latch 
on to the innovative culture 
at Startup Edmonton with 
a new partnership that will 
bring city staff to the centre. 

The city announced the 
Open Labs project on Thurs¬ 
day, which will connect city 
staff with Startup to work 
on solving problems by 
using the city’s data. 

“There’s an opportunity 
here for the city to immerse 
some of our staff, who 
want to be innovative, in a 
culture that’s all about in¬ 
novation,” said Mayor Don 
Iveson. 

The hope is to create 
new apps and programs 
that will be helpful to cit¬ 
izens using the knowledge 
and expertise of people at 
Startup Edmonton. 

“We hope we’re going 
to be able to generate more 
ideas about how we will 
serve citizens more effect¬ 
ively or give them better 
information,” said Iveson. 

Iveson said the city’s 
efforts to develop apps have 
been very hit and miss. He 
cited the 311 app as a suc¬ 
cess, but said the Edmonton 
Transit app could use more 
work. 

“It’s not so much that 
there are too many apps, 
it’s that the city may be 
developing too many ex¬ 
pensive apps the old way,” 
he said. 

Ken Bautista, CEO of 
Startup Edmonton, said he 
believes a lot of good ideas 
will come from the initia¬ 
tive, but they need to be 
brought out. 

“It’s veiy much around 
linking what goes on at city 
hall to a place like this and 
then to a wider commun¬ 
ity,” he said.

City invites locals to 
play urban planner 


Infrastructure. 

CITYLab project allows 
residents to submit 
small-scale proposals 
for public spaces 


Got a bright idea for a park 
near your house, an empty 
parking space or a roadway? 
The city is ready to hear about 
it. 

The city will launch a new 
project called CITYLab Friday, 
which will allow residents to 
submit their own ideas for how 


to use public spaces better. 

“We want to be a portal to 
help residents and groups con¬ 
nect with the city to advance 
ideas,” said Jeff Chase, the 
senior planner overseeing the 
project. 

Chase said the ideas could 
be anything from taking over 
parking spaces for a small park, 
to painting a crosswalk for a 
special event or transforming a 
park space with public art. 

He said major changes will 
be off the table for now, but 
there is a lot that can be done 
with short-term projects. 

“We’re only looking at 
small-scale and temporaiy pro¬ 
jects, so we’re not looking at 
anything with hard infrastruc¬ 
ture,” he said.

Starting Friday, the website 
edmonton.ca/citylab will have 
an application for anyone to 
submit a proposed project. 


• The 5,000 postcards will be 
distributed across the city 
and will be turned into a 
public art project. 


He said if the small-scale 
projects go well however, the 
city could adopt them in the 
long term. 

“We’re really looking at it 
as a low-cost way to test things 
out and see what works,” he 
said. 


Chelsea Boos, with the 
Drawing Room galleiy, took 
over several parking spaces last 
summer, with each becoming 
a temporaiy park for one day. 

She said setting up her pro¬ 
ject wasn’t especially difficult, 
but anything the city can do to 
make experimentation easier 
is welcome. 

“It’s raising awareness that 
you’re welcome to be involved 
in the city,” she said. 

Chase said to launch the 
campaign they plan to release 
5,000 postcards across the city, 
which people can use to sub¬ 
mit ideas, at least one of which 
will become a reality. 

“We’re going to commit to 
doing at least one of the pro¬ 
jects,” he said.

“Still trying to decide if it 
would look like that out the 
door but we do like the func¬ 
tionality of it,” said city rep¬ 
resentative Lorna Stewart. 
“We know the credit card 
companies are more and 
more interested in this.” 

The city is looking at tran¬ 
sit systems in Portland, Chi¬ 
cago and Washington, D.C. 
who use similar technology 
already, weighing the pros 


and cons of how the technol¬ 
ogy operates. 

But city officials say pay¬ 
ing with smartphones isn’t 
in the works for ETS due 
to the several unknowns 
around the relatively new 
concept. 

“We’re not envisioning 
that at this point. We’d like to 
use the same technology that 
credit and debit cards use ... 
so it’d be that tap. We didn’t 
want to complicate the riders 
on the buses,” said Stewart. 


City officials anticipate 
that after a year of the smart 
fare rollout, Edmonton tran¬ 
sit will see about a three per 
cent jump in ridership due to 
the projected convenience of 
the payment system. 

“It takes away the com¬ 
plication of paying for that 
pass or having to find their 
ticket or giving back change. 
There’s some evidence that 
that is a barrier to some 
people and by paying with 
a credit or debit card takes 
away that effort,” said Stew¬ 
art. 

The city’s smart fare pro¬ 
ject is a regional one, and 
is currently awaiting some 
more funding from the prov¬ 
ince in the upcoming budget 
set to be released March 26.

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Is Alberta’s budget crisis 
really ’unprecedented?’ 



Economy. Continual 
doom and gloom 
from premiers could 
steer businesses away, 
analyst warns

Friday marks exactly two years 
since ill-fated premier Alison 
Redford said spending in her 
government’s budget would be 
so lean, it wouldn’t even match 
the rate of growth due to the 
dreaded “bitumen bubble.” 

Lower-than-anticipated 
resource revenues forced the 
province to undertake a “sig¬ 
nificant measure of restraint” 
to close what Redford described 
at the time as a $6-billion hole 
in the budget. 

Four years prior, her pre¬ 
decessor Ed Stelmach warned 
at a meeting of premiers that 
Canada’s revenue stream 
would no longer be bolstered 
by Alberta, which was being 
battered by plunging oil prices. 

“Don’t depend on it; it’s not 
going to be there,” he was quot¬ 
ed as saying in the National 
Post. “Be prepared to see much 
less revenue activity from the 
province of Alberta. What’s dif¬ 
ficult to get across to Canadians 
is that when the economy 
slows enough to a $37 barrel of 
oil, eveiybody suffers.” 

That year, Stelmach’s gov¬ 
ernment was forecasting a 
$7-bilfion shortfall due to re¬ 
source revenues not meeting 
projections. 

Fast forward to a December 
interview with current Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice, in which he 
warned of the impending crisis 


of low oil prices that would 
soon come to a head in the 
2015 provincial budget. 

“In terms of the collapse of 
oil revenue for the government 
of Alberta, this has opened up 
a fiscal hole in Alberta’s budget 
which is unprecedented,” he 
told the Calgaiy Herald. “The 
decisions that we make have to 
fill a gap in Alberta’s finances of 
$6.2 billion in 2015/16.” 

Asked Thursday what 
makes Alberta’s current finan¬ 
cial struggles different from 
those experienced by past gov¬ 
ernments, Finance Minister 
Robin Campbell referenced 
new forces at play in the oil 
markets. 

“I think things are different 
this time around in the sense 


that we have an oversupply in 
the marketplace, so we have 
low prices because of that,” 
he said. “The other challenge 
is that we’ve had tremendous 
growth in the province and 
we’re going to continue to see 
tremendous growth. We’re at 
over 4.2 million people now. 
And so, we have people coming 
here and we have to build infra¬ 
structure to look after those 
people’s needs. So I think we 
are in a different situation than 
we were two years ago.” 

Alberta NDP Leader Rachel 
Notley said the government’s 
“Chicken Little routine” raises 
suspicion. 

“If we were really con¬ 
cerned about maintaining 
jobs, we would not be using 


this as an opportunity to pull 
back in the public sector so 
dramatically,” Notley said. 
“If anything, we’re going to 
exacerbate the problem, not 
make it better.” 

David Taras, a political ana¬ 
lyst with Mount Royal Univer¬ 
sity, said he fears sharp, doom- 
and-gloom rhetoric will do 
damage to “Alberta’s image.” 

“It is a dangerous game be¬ 
cause the world is watching,” 
he said. “If you’re predicting 
disaster then you’re scaring 
away investors and you’re kill¬ 
ing optimism and people are 
saying, ‘Why should I take my 
brave new idea or my brave 
new business to Alberta when 
it’s so bad?”’

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Science. Infant guts hold 
clues on food allergies 


Can the gut bacteria in a three- 
month-old baby predict food al¬ 
lergies later in life? A just-pub¬ 
lished study from researchers 
at the universities of Alberta 
and Manitoba sheds light on 
these early possible predictors 
of food allergies and asthma. 

Examining a cohort of 166 
babies during their first year, 
the study showed that infants 
with fewer different bacteria 
in the gut at three months are 
more likely to become sensi¬ 
tized to common allergens — 



peanuts, milk and egg — by 
the time they are a year old. 

The U of A’s Anita Kozyr- 
skyj, senior study author, said 
the sensitivity determined via 
skin prick doesn’t mean the 
babies will go on to develop 
full-blown allergies — up to 
30 per cent of babies do have 
sensitization to foods and 
many grow out of or become 
tolerant to foods as they grow, 
she said. 

“With infants, gut bacteria 
can see changes due to a C- 
section, antibiotics or moving 
from a strictly breastfed diet,” 
Kozyrskyj said. “The next step 
is to see whether we can repro¬ 
duce these findings with a lar¬ 
ger sample size.” 

Study lead and University 
of Manitoba assistant professor 
Meghan Azad said “ultimately, 
we hope to develop new ways 
of preventing or treating aller¬ 
gies, possibly by modifying the 
gut microbiota.” 

Funded by the Canadian 
Institutes of Health Research 
and AllerGen NCE, researchers 
hope to gather data from up to 
2,500 children across Canada.

Local cyclists say roads in the 
winter aren’t always the best 
maintained for cycling train¬ 
ing following the death of a 
21-year-old who was struck 
while cycling on Feb. 23. 

“I don’t think roads are 
good for training other than 
those incidences (when cyclists 
have the right of way),” said 
Darcy Reynard, cyclist who 
does group rides with ERTC Ed¬ 
monton. “A driver should have 
seen the cyclist’s light.” 

Christopher Beaulieu’s 
father said his son was an ex¬ 
perienced cyclist and “always 
wore bike lights.” Beaulieu 
was struck from behind while 
riding to his family’s south Ed¬ 


monton home at around 6:30 
p.m. on a rural Leduc County 
road. The young man was 
training for a race to be held 
this summer and had started 
a 30- to 40-kilometre ride on 
his fatbilce when he was hit. A 
ghost bike memorial is being 
held for the cyclist Friday. 

Alex Steida, an avid cyclist, 
says he usually hops on the 
sidewalks if he has to ride in 
city neighbourhoods and will 
take his car out to areas to do 
longer rides rather than trek¬ 
king through what he says can 
be bad road conditions for cyc¬ 
lists. 

“You just have to be smart 
with how you ride. Riding on 
roads is bad enough in the 
summer, never mind the win¬ 
ter when the shoulder is less 
wide,” he said. “The biggest 
issue is the city has created 
bike lanes and bike paths in 
certain areas but they’re not 
continuous. People are forced 
to ride on the congested roads 
with cyclists.”

City councillors will be asked 
to approve a new road map 
later this month that recom¬ 
mends green home rebates, 
wider use of electric vehicles 
and a phase out of coal power 
among a host of initiatives 
designed to lower the city’s 
carbon footprint. 

The energy transition 
strategy sets a goal of re¬ 
ducing the city’s greenhouse 
gas emissions by 35 per cent 
by 2035. 

The strategy is fairly high 
level, but includes many con¬ 
crete suggestions, such as 
rebates for solar energy in¬ 
stallation and better building 
codes. 

It also includes some less- 
concrete proposals, such as 
making the city the Canadian 
centre for fusion research and 
putting an energy-efficient 
rating on homes for sale.

city has to be able to bring 
people into low carbon life¬ 
styles with carrots and sticks. 

“This will not happen 
without incentives and ultim¬ 
ately we need to be prepared 
to regulate,” he said. 

The strategy proposes 
that the funding for these 
programs would be around 
$30 million a year, starting 
in 2018, but argues that two 
thirds or more of the funding 
could come from higher lev¬ 
els of government. 

“We have got a strong 
business case that we can talk 
to other political leaders and 
say don’t be afraid of this,” 
said Andrais.

Yielding nothing more than 
a pink sign reading “Coexist. 
Love not hate,” Junaid Jahan¬ 
gir has marched to remind 
people individuals shouldn’t 
be defined by religion or their 
sexuality. 

Fast-forward to today and 
the MacEwan University eco¬ 
nomics professor is back, 
bringing his message to stu¬ 
dents as part of the University 
of Alberta’s Pride Week. 

As one of the speakers 
at Friday’s Intersections of 
Queer Symposium, Jahangir 
will be leading a discussion 
on Islam and sexuality, a 
topic he finds especially time¬ 
ly thanks to public conversa¬ 
tions about LGBTQ rights. 

“The main stream popu¬ 


lation is making strides in 
terms of these issues,” said 
Jahangir Thursday. “However, 
pockets of people in Canada, 
say for instance the ethnic 
minority communities, they 
are not talking about this 
particular issue.” 

If it is discussed, Jahangir 
said, it’s talked about in a 
negative way — as a perver¬ 
sion or a disease. 

“The community is not 
willing, or ready either, to 
have a meaningful discussion 
on this issue,” he said. 

Instead of focusing on the 
negatives, Jahangir said he 
hopes to inspire a forward- 
thinking discussion on how 
sexuality is just one aspect of 
a person that intersects with 
religion, culture and beliefs. 

While students will mostly 
drive the discussion, the pro¬ 
fessor said he expects to see 
a number of people taking 
part, including members of 
the local Muslim community. 

“They don’t have to agree 
in theory on everything I 
have to say. The only thing 
I’m looking for is a space for 
dialogue to take place,” he 
said.

Canada in Iraq ‘for the 
longer term*: Nicholson 


Military. Decision 
on whether to extend 
combat mission against 
ISIL will be made in the 
next few weeks, foreign 
affairs minister says 


The Harper government is lay¬ 
ing the groundwork for what 
has all the appearances of an 
extension of Canada’s combat 
mission against the militants of 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL). 

At the end of this week’s 
whirlwind trip to Iraq and 
other allied countries, Foreign 
Affairs Minister Rob Nichol¬ 
son dropped strong hints that 
an extension is in the offing 
when the current Canadian 
Forces combat mission expires 
on April 7. A decision will be 
made in the next two weeks by 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
and his cabinet, Nicholson said 
Thursday, peppering his com¬ 
ments with rhetoric about how 
Canada doesn’t stand “on the

sidelines” and leave the heavy 
lifting to others. 

“We’re in this for the longer 
term to make sure that we do 
what we can to help,” he said in 
a conference call from Amman 
in neighbouring Jordan. 

A senior defence official said 
Thursday that the next contin¬ 
gent of troops and aircrew are 
training for deployment to Iraq, 
if the government does decide 
to extend the mission. 

“The militaiy planners are 
ready to answer the govern¬ 
ment’s call in whatever shape 


that might take,” said navy 
Capt. Paul Forget. “That plan¬ 
ning has been in the works for 
some time.” 

Forget was asked whether 
the militaiy would be able to 
handle an expansion of the 
air campaign to Syria, or even 
eastern Libya, where ISIL has 
taken hold. Syria “would not 
be much of a stretch,” he said, 
while underlining the govern¬ 
ment has not authorized such a 
move, but Libya would require 
the establishment of an entirely 
separate task force. 

Nicholson travelled to 
Baghdad to meet the countiy’s 
leadership and moved on to 
northern Iraq’s capital of Irbil 
for meetings with Kurdish lead¬ 
ers. He said the trip would help 
the government assess whether 
to extend its six-month military 
commitment to the coalition 
fighting ISIL militants. 

Progress is being made, but 
more needs to be done, said 
Nicholson, who visited some of 
the 69 Canadian special-forces 
commandos who are advising 
Kurdish Peshmerga fighters.

Mail carriers on 
edge after attacks 

Some Montreal letter 
carriers are on edge after 
several armed attacks 
involving two men who 
use knives and scissors to 
steal keys to mail boxes. 

Union spokesman 
Alain Duguay said there 
have been a dozen such 
incidents in northeastern 
Montreal since the begin¬ 
ning of the year. One 
man usually distracts the 
carrier while the other 
approaches from behind 
and demands the keys, 
said Duguay, the local 
president of the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers. 

The assailants then 
use the keys to steal 
credit cards, passports 
and other important 
documents. 

Some of the keys also 
provide access to apart¬ 
ment buildings. 

Duguay said two of the 
attacks took place at com¬ 
munity mail boxes, with 
the most recent incident 
occurring at the begin¬ 
ning of this week.

Annette Hemy is all too familiar 
with “mansplaining.” 

A language and literacy edu¬ 
cation professor at the University 
of British Columbia, Hemy has a 
PhD and was previously head of 
her department. 

Still, she often experiences 
situations where men patroniz¬ 
ingly explain things to her, under 
the supposed assumption that 
she couldn’t possibly understand 
because she’s a woman. 

“Just the other day a co-work¬ 
er was explaining teaching to 
me,” Henry said, adding with a 
laugh: “I mean, I’ve been teach¬ 
ing for 30 years. It’s amazing to 
me that somebody would think I 
need a primer on teaching.” 

The issue of sexist language 
has been hotly debated within 
feminist circles since the 1960s, 
but today women are fighting 
back in a new way, inventing 
catchy words to call out sexist be¬ 
haviour that many may not even 
be aware of. 

“Mansplaining,” a portman¬ 
teau that combines the words 
man and explaining, can be 
traced back to a 2008 article in 
which writer Rebecca Solnit de¬ 
tailed an experience at a party 
in which a man patronizingly at¬ 
tempted to tell her about a new 
book that, unbeknownst to him, 
she actually had written. 

Although Solnit never used 
the term in her piece, it soon 
emerged within the feminist 
lexicon. A plethora of other port¬ 
manteaus soon followed, from 
manspreading to manslamming, 
manterrupting and bropriating. 

The terms highlight a real 
phenomenon women face on a 
daily basis, but that many people 
remain oblivious to, said Hemy. 

Henry said she doesn’t be¬ 
lieve men are being intention¬ 
ally “malicious or mean” when

“I think often men don’t real¬ 
ize,” she said.

sity of Victoria, is concerned the 
terms have evolved to become 
an “attack” on men, which can 
undermine their effectiveness. 

“It’s like the shrill feminist,” 
she said. “Now it’s, ‘Oh, you’re 
just a mansplainer.’” 

She hopes the terms spark 
dialogue on how words are used 


to label both men and women. 
For example, when women dis¬ 
play leadership qualities they are 
often labelled “bossy,” Aragon 
said, while a man in the same 
position will be praised for being 
“hands-on.” 

So what does mansplaining 
mean for the future of feminism? 

With the coinage emerging at 
a time when dozens of women 
are also breaking their silence, 
coming forward with claims of 
sexual assault by high-profile 
men such as Bill Cosby and Jian 
Ghomeshi, Hemy said it could 
be a sign we are entering a new 
phase of the feminist movement. 

Putting a name to bad be¬ 
haviour can be empowering for 
women, but Henry said there’s 
still a lot of work to do to bring 
about social change. 

“I think it’s too early to tell (if 
it will make a difference) because 
they’re relatively new terms,” she 
said.

“I just love these terms” said University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia language and literacy education 
professor Annette Henry. "The fact that women are 
naming these things and, of course, we're having 
a good laugh over it, too — I think it’s a powerful 
thing.” 

Putting a name to behaviours such as man¬ 
splaining emboldens women, said Henry. 

"Men walk through the world in ways that are 
so different from women, and we have to work 
harder just to get some kind of recognition.” 

Being able to label sexist behaviour opens up 
debate about how to bring about change, she said. 

"The consciousness has 
evolved,” she said. "Women 
are naming things that have 
always been a part of our 
experience.” 

Although naming these 
behaviours may be a step 
in the right direction, Henry 
said women still face many 
inequality in many ways that 
won’t be solved overnight.

"It has a time and a place,” said Janni Aragon, a 
University of Victoria political science professor. 
"We often need to think about the appropriate¬ 
ness of language.” 

While she would use the terms in casual conver¬ 
sation with friends, Aragon said they aren't appro¬ 
priate in all situations — especially the workplace. 

"What happens is this becomes part of our daily 
language use and we forget that we need to have 
a modicum of maturity and professionalism in the 
workplace,” she said. 

Instead of automatically labelling men as 
"mansplainers” or "manslammers,” she suggests 
using the terms as an opportunity to talk about 
language and the ways we interact with others. 

When someone "mans- 
plains” or speaks to her in a 
patronizing manner, Aragon 
said, she will instead com¬ 
ment on it or repeat it back 
to them. 

"What I’ve found is that 
usually the person will realize 
that they’ve just done some¬ 
thing and clarify,” she said. 

"Or they’ll apologize.”

Los Angeles. No one 

hurt on golf course 
where plane landed 


Harrison Ford crash-landed 
his vintage plane Thursday 
after losing engine power, 
suffering serious but not 
life-threatening injuries as 
he used his extensive pil¬ 
oting experience to bring 
down the plane skillfully 
on a golf course and avoid 
nearby homes. 

It was the latest and most 
serious in a series of crash¬ 
es and close calls for the 
72-year-old action-adventure 
A-lister, who like his Star 
Wars alter-ego Han Solo has 
a taste for aerial thrills. He 
was helped by golfers who 
saw the plane come down 
about a quarter-mile short 
of the runway at Santa 


Monica Municipal Airport, 
and taken to a hospital con¬ 
scious and breathing. 

Ford’s publicist Ina 
Treciolcas said in a state¬ 
ment that Ford had no 
other choice but to make 
an emergency landing. She 
said his injuries “are not 
life-threatening, and he is 
expected to make a full re¬ 
covery.” 

Ford was about a half- 
mile west of the airport and 
flying at 3,000 feet when he 
told air traffic controllers 
that his engine failed, inter¬ 
im Santa Monica City Man¬ 
ager Elaine Polachelc said in 
an email to city officials. 

Ford’s plane “apparently 
hit a tree on the way down,” 
and in addition to a cut fore¬ 
head Ford may have broken 
his leg, the email said. 

The plane, a yellow 1942 
Ryan Aeronautical ST3KR 


with stars on its wings, was 
upright and mostly intact 
after the crash. No one on 
the ground was hurt. 

“I would say that this is 
an absolutely beautifully 
executed — what we would 
call a forced or emergency 
— landing by an unbeliev¬ 
ably well-trained pilot,” said 
Christian Fry of the Santa 
Monica Airport Association.

While the federal government 
declined to prosecute Darren 
Wilson in the fatal shooting of 
Michael Brown, it raised grave 
concerns about the operation 
of Ferguson’s police depart¬ 
ment and municipal court. 

Though about two-thirds 
of the city’s 21,000 residents 
are black, only four of 54 com¬ 
missioned officers are African- 
American. 

That lack of diversity 
undermines community trust, 
the Justice Department’s re¬ 
port said. It also found Fer¬ 
guson relies heavily on fines 
for petty offences, such as jay¬ 
walking, to raise revenue. 

Holder said the city col¬ 
lected more than $1.3 mil¬ 
lion in fines and court fees in 
2010, but $3 million more is 


projected for the current fiscal 
year. 

He cited a 2007 case where 
a woman received two park¬ 
ing tickets costing $152. Be¬ 
cause of court fees and other 
expenses, she has paid $550 so 
far, spent six days in jail and 
still owes $541. 

Federal investigators found 
many other examples of dis¬ 
crimination. A lawful protest 
was broken up with a police 
warning of, “Everybody here’s 
going to jail,” and a black man 
sitting in a car with tinted 
windows was accused without 
cause of being a pedophile by 
an officer who pointed a gun 
at his head. 

Between 2012 and 2014, 
black drivers were more than 
twice as likely as others to be 
searched during routine traffic 
stops but 26 per cent less like¬ 
ly to be carrying contraband. 

Federal officials described 
Ferguson leaders as co-opera¬ 
tive and open to change and 
said there were already signs 
of improvement. The city, 
for example, no longer issues

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India targets BBC for 
defying broadcast ban 


India’s Daughter. 

Broadcaster aired 
controversial film in 
Britain after screening 
was blocked in India 


India’s home minister said 
Thursday that the govern¬ 
ment would act against the 
British Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion, after the BBC ignored a 
court order and aired a docu¬ 
mentary about a fatal gang 
rape in which one of the at¬ 
tackers blames the victim. 

India’s Daughter, by British 
filmmaker Leslee Udwin, was 
to have been shown on Sun¬ 
day — International Women’s 
Day — in India as well as in 
Britain, Denmark, Sweden 
and several other countries 


including Canada. Police and 
the government got a court 
order that halted the screen¬ 
ing, but the BBC aired the 
documentaiy in the United 
Kingdom late Wednesday. 

Indian viewers cannot see 
it on the BBC’s website, but 
it could be seen on YouTube. 
The film has ignited a debate 
in India where many worry it 
paints India in a poor light. 

In the film Mulcesh Singh, 
who was among four men con¬ 
victed and sentenced to death 
for the 2012 rape and murder, 
said “a girl is far more respon¬ 
sible for rape than a boy. 

“A decent girl won’t roam 
around at 9 o’clock at night. 
... Housework and housekeep¬ 
ing is for girls, not roaming in 
discos and bars at night doing 
wrong things, wearing wrong 
clothes.”

Jobs. Quality hits 25-year low: CIBC 


The quality of jobs in Can¬ 
ada has dipped to its lowest 
level in a quarter-centuiy, 
revealing a structural issue 
that could prove difficult to 
reverse, says a study by CIBC. 

The bank said Thursday its 
employment quality index, 
which slipped 1.8 per cent 
last year, was down 15 per 
cent since the early 1990s. 


The index examines the 
distribution of full- and 
part-time positions, the gap 
between self-employment 
and higher-quality jobs and 
whether full-time jobs were 
created in low-, medium- or 
high-paying sectors. 

The study found that since 
the late 1980s the number of 
part-time positions climbed 


much faster compared with 
full-time gigs. On the bright 
side, it said the number of 
full-time jobs increased at 
twice the speed of part-time 
jobs over the past year. Over 
roughly the same period, 
self-employed jobs also rose 
more quickly than salaried 
positions.

McDonald’s announced this week that over 
the next two years it will start using anti¬ 
biotic-free chicken in its restaurants. 

While I can’t argue that this is a bad 
thing — it’s not — I couldn’t help but giggle 
as I read the article in which I learned the 
news. In a statement addressing the change, 
head of McDonald’s U.S.A., Mike Andres 
said, “Our customers want food that they 
feel great about eating.” Ha ha. OK. Well, in 
that case, why don’t you start by losing the 
name “McDonald’s”? 

I fully admit that I eat at Mickey D’s — I 
think McNuggets are delicious — and, like 
many of the rest of you, suffer crippling 
guilt and gas every time I eat there. 

But, when I’m weighing the pros and 
cons of whether to go there, the antibiotic 
infused chicken is, like, not even something 
that crosses my mind. I’m thinking about 
the fried-food issue, the sodium issue and 
the amount of money the guy behind the 
counter is making.

In a similar bid to keep or find “healthy- 
minded” customers, last month, Coca-Cola 
introduced a new line of beverages in the 
U.S. called Fairlife — what Coca-Cola calls 
“premium milk.” 

To make the dairy-based potion, regular 
milk is broken down into five parts and then 
reconstituted into a lower-sugar-higher-pro¬ 
tein-lactose-free concoction. While I ap¬ 
plaud that effort, has Coca-Cola forgotten 
that one of the No. 1 nutrition trends of to¬ 
day is to consume fewer processed foods?

It 
will always be associated with junk food. 

We all know 
(and if you don’t, you should) that a South¬ 
west Crispy Chicken Salad with ranch dress¬ 
ing has more calories than a Big Mac: Even 
when you try to eat “healthy” there, you still 
come out needing a prescription for Lipitor. 

Do they really think a mom who wants 
wholesome food for her children will now 
come barrelling through the McDonald’s 
door, saying, “No antibiotics?! Please, a 
Bacon Ranch Junior Chicken and a small fry 
for my boy!

It’s kind of sad to see these two junk-food 
giants scramble to keep their customers in a 
time where being health-conscious is the 
coolest fad going.

Xavier Dolan 
wins award for highest- 
grossing French- 
language film in 2014 


Quebec filmmaker Xavier 
Dolan didn’t just have one of 
the most critically acclaimed 
Canadian films of 2014 — 
it was also one of the most 
popular. 

Mommy, a story about a 
single mother raising her 
troubled son, won a Telefilm 
Canada prize Wednesday for 
having the highest domestic 
sales for a French-language 
Canadian film in 2014. 

The film was written and 
directed by Dolan and made 
$3.3 million in domestic 
sales. Dolan said its success 
reflects the diversity of Que¬ 
bec’s movie’s industry. 

He added that while it 
was important for critics to 
like his movie, he wanted 
Mommy to reach a wide 
audience. 

“It’s (very) important that 
the people take the time 
to see your film,” he said. 
“Otherwise you can’t just 
make movies for mom and 
dad and a couple of crit¬ 
ics. You want people to talk 
about the film and to bring 
it home.” 

Telefilm Canada’s prize, 
called the prix Guichet 
d’or, is the French-language 
equivalent of the Golden 
Box Office Award, which 
is awarded to the highest- 
grossing English-language 
Canadian film. Dolan also 
received a $40,000 cheque 
from Telefilm Canada. He 
said he was particularly 
pleased with the award be¬ 
cause it confirms an authen¬ 


tic creation can also be a 
commercial success. 

“What this (award) says is 
that there was a public for 
Mommy, that people went 
to see the film and that they 
liked it — and I couldn’t be 
happier with that.” 

Since its release last May, 


Mommy has won numerous 
awards including the Cesar 
Award in France for best 
foreign film as well as the 
Jury Prize at the Cannes Film 
Festival.

The Hunting Ground is Kir¬ 
by Dick and Amy Ziering’s 
second documentary in a 
row on sexual assault being 
ignored by institutions. 

The Invisible War con¬ 
cerned the military; The 
Hunting Ground zeroes in 
on college campuses. They 
found administrations badly 
handling, if not outright 
ignoring, sexual assault 
charges, leaving survivors 
to band together to form 
activist groups. Together, 
Dick and Ziering have been 
responsible for several 
muckraking docs, includ¬ 
ing Outrage (about closeted 
Republican politicians) and 
This Film is Not Yet Rated 
(about the MPAA). 

The Hunting Ground seems 
like a natural outgrowth of 
The Invisible War. Was that 
how it started? 

Amy Ziering: In the course 
of going around campuses 
showing Invisible War, time 
and again students would 
come up to us and say, “This 
happened to me here. A lot 
of what you pointed out 
happening in Invisible War 
happened right here at Oc¬ 
cidental or at Berkeley.” We 
started getting letters that 
said, “I saw Invisible War. 
Please make a film about 
this.” After a few months 
we sat down and said, “We 
can’t not make this film.” 

What can film do for this 
issue that, say, a book or 


an article cannot? 

Kirby Dick: First of all, in 
these cases, you’re hearing 
the survivors’ stories. You’re 
seeing them recount them. 
That’s a lot different than 
reading about it in print. 
Secondly, a film can just 
compact everything. It can 
compact the analysis of a 
problem with the emotional 
experience of the survivors 
into one very intense pack¬ 
age that will stay with the 
viewers. 


AZ: I also think our culture 
is so ADD and fragmented 
— when else do you have 
someone’s attention for 
90 minutes? It’s one form 
you can still get people to 
sit there and percolate on 
something that allows for 
them to have a transforma¬ 
tive experience. 

The Hunting Ground is 
ultimately a hopeful film, 
as you show that there are 
survivors forming groups 


that reach out across the 
nation. 

AZ: I think they felt like 
there was finally space in 
our culture to hear about 
these crimes, where people 
were not passing judgment 
on everyone involved with 
them. I think we’re seeing a 
shift there. I was surprised 
by the number of people 
who spoke about it publicly, 
about what happened to 
them, and felt it was neces¬ 
sary to do. 


What kind of responses 
have you heard from 
schools so far? 

KB: There’s been an incred¬ 
ible response from colleges 
and universities in terms 
of programming the film. 
We already have dozens 
of screenings scheduled 
around the country. And 
we’ve had dozens of more 
inquiries. That is a good 
sign. It’s one reason we 
made the film. We felt there 
would be a real opportunity 



to show the film on cam¬ 
puses across the country, 
and have those schools see 
the problem, the activists 
and survivors to start push¬ 
ing for change and the ad¬ 
ministrators to understand 
the nature of the problem 
and find ways to change it, 
school by school by school. 

What can they do to 
change? 

AZ: The schools need to 
improve their investigation 
and adjudication processes. 
It’s not about anything 
these survivors could have 
done differently. That’s a 
very important point. As 
much as we love the other 
work that has been done 
in the field so far, to some 
extent it still does put the 
blame on the people it’s 
happening to and not the 
people who are doing it. 

I’d love to see these 
crimes to be seen in line 
with other crimes. You 
don’t sit there and go, 
“What could have been 
done differently by some¬ 
one who’s been carjacked?” 
Or “Gee, he really should 
have prevented that mur¬ 
der?” Bad stuff happens, 
and this is something that 
is really bad.

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Acting. Role no tiptoe 
through Marigolds: Dench 


This likely won’t make any 
other actors feel too great 
about their prospects, but 
even Judi Dench says that find¬ 
ing work is tough. And that’s 
after winning an Oscar, be¬ 
coming a dame and appearing 
in seven James Bond films. So 
what hope does the rest of the 
acting community have? 

“I take what’s offered. I 
don’t think it gets easier,” 
Dench offers. “It’s the same 
thing with eveiybody, I think, 
that you play something, and 
veiy often after that you’re 
sent something that is veiy, 
veiy similar to what you’ve 
just done. 

While she waits for some 
enterprising young playwright 
to craft something more exot¬ 
ic for her, Dench is revisiting 
some previous work for a se¬ 
quel to the 2011 surprise hit 
The Best Exotic Marigold Ho¬ 
tel. And while it might sound 
surprising for a woman who 
has played some fairly terri¬ 
fying and challenging roles, 
aging expat Evelyn proved to 
be one of her most difficult 
— because the character is 
so close to herself, while she 
prefers to play people as much 
removed from her as possible. 

“Four years ago, the one 
thing that worried me was 
that I used to be made up and 
get into my clothes and they’d 
say, ‘OK, you’re ready.’ And

wearing clothes that I would 
wear,” she admits. “We tried 
lots of things, like dying my 
hair, but none of it worked. I 
just looked ridiculous.

The discomfort clearly paid 
off, though. Dench admits the 
success of the first Marigold 
Hotel was something of a sur¬ 
prise, but she has a theoiy as 
to why it resonated with audi¬ 
ences so strongly. “I think it 
was probably the last thing 
people thought it was going 
to be,” she says, “ft was about 
a lot of people over a certain 
age who didn’t give up, who 
were all prepared to take on 
a risk of some kind and had a 
bit of fife left in them — which 
you know, after a while people 
don’t think you should have.”

School-aged children are get¬ 
ting a week-long recess this 
month, leaving parents to 
plan an action-packed week 
for the entire family.

They’re easy to make, ex¬

Who knows: You might dis¬ 
cover that you have a Ricardo- 
in-training in your midst. 

1. In a bowl, combine the 


flour, sugar and salt. Add 
the eggs, 1/2 cup (125 ml) 
of the milk and the vanilla 
and whisk until smooth. 
Gradually add the remain¬ 
ing milk, stirring constantly. 
Whisk in the melted butter. 

2. Preheat a 9-inch (23 cm) 
non-stick skillet over medium 
heat. When the skillet is hot, 
brush it with butter. 

3. For each crepe, pour 
about 3 tbsp of batter in the 
centre of the skillet. Tilt the 
skillet to spread the batter 
evenly until it covers the 
entire bottom of the skil¬ 
let. When the edge peels off 
easily and begins to brown, 
flip the crepe with a spatula. 
Continue cooking for about 
10 seconds and then remove 
from the skillet. 

4. Place the cooked crepes 
on a plate as you go. Cover 
with aluminum foil to keep 
them from drying out and to 
keep them warm. Delicious 
with maple syrup or blue¬ 
berry sauce.

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WHL future: Fewer 
fouls and more skill 
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Rule change. Loosening 
of some laws have 
changed the game for 
the better says league’s 
officiating director 


Referees in the traditionally 
rough-and-tumble Western 
Hockey League have been send¬ 
ing offenders to the penalty 
box at a record low rate this 
season. 

As the 2014-15 campaign 
draws to a close, multiple 
teams could break the WHL’s 
record for fewest penalty min¬ 
utes in a season set by the 
2013-14 Everett Silvertips with 
816 in 72 games. Everett, with 
646 minutes in 64 games, will 
almost certainly break that 
mark, as will the Kootenay Ice, 
who have been whistled for 
just 631 minutes in the same 
span. 

As recently as three seasons 
ago, eveiy team in the league 
racked up at least 1,000 min¬ 
utes. This season could finish 
with as few as three teams 
topping that benchmark, and 
only the Prince George Cou¬ 
gars have already reached four 
digits. 

Teams are fighting less, but 
are also taking fewer minor 
penalties. In 2006-07, the aver¬ 
age team earned 6.7 power 
plays per game. Loosening of 
some rules brought that down 
to approximately 5.5 the next 
season, but there’s been a 
steady decline since even as 
the sport continues to tighten 
restrictions on violent hits. 

This season, WHL teams 
average about 4.1 power plays 


per game. “I think that’s a good 
thing,” said WHL director of of¬ 
ficiating Kevin Muench. “The 
game is changing; there’s more 
emphasis on speed and skill.” 

Muench said there’s been 
no “conscious effort” by the 
WHL’s officiating arm to de¬ 
crease penalty calls, and cites 
coaching and education in ex¬ 
plaining why there are fewer 
whistles. “We’ve been meet¬ 
ing with teams for a handful 
of years about penalty infrac¬ 
tions, and we talk about how
